Boarded-up toilets set to be converted into new restaurant

RESIDENTS could soon be dining out in 
a disused council-owned public loo. 

The boarded-up toilets at Tottenham’s High 
Cross are set to be brought back into use and 
turned into a swanky cafe or bar. 

The Victorian-built lavatories on the corner of 
Monument Way and Tottenham High Road have 
been closed for many years. 

But under new Haringey Council plans to 
regenerate the area, diners will soon be able to 
enjoy a meal or drink cocktails where the former 
tiled urinals and cubicles once existed. 

The scheme would replace and restore the 
building’s heritage features while a new terrace, 
seating, plants and an accessible entrance would 
be installed. 

Another improvement scheme has also got 
the green light to transform an unmarked 
former burial site on public space less than a 
quarter of a mile away in Brook Street, just off 
High Road, Tottenham. 

A special feature will be a memorial stone to 
mark the hidden graves, alongside new trees, 
plants, fencing and resurfacing. 

The Brook Street improvements were champi¬ 
oned by members of the Bruce Grove Stake¬ 


holder Group, which identified it as a hotspot for 
antisocial behaviour and with very few facilities. 

Both projects will be funded partly by the 
Greater London Authority and form ongoing 
work by the council to improve Tottenham’s pub¬ 
lic spaces and meet residents’ wishes for more 
places to eat, drink and have fun. 

“Residents and local businesses have led the 


way on these quirky ideas for local improve¬ 
ments in Tottenham, honouring the area’s her¬ 
itage and revamping rundown spots,” said Alan 
Strickland, the council’s cabinet member for 
housing and regeneration. 

“It’s great to see even more projects to improve 
Tottenham’s public spaces move a step closer as 
we put people’s creativity into action.” 



Appeal for information: Adbulkarim Boudiaf 
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Who killed my son? 


A GRIEVING family from 
Tottenham whose teenage 
son was shot dead in 2009 
have appealed for fresh 
information to help track 
down his killer. 

More than six years after 
18-year-old Abdulkarim 
Boudiaf was shot in 
Broadwater Road, the case 
remains open. 

His death, shortly before 
10.30pm on March 14, 
“completely destroyed” the 
family, according to his 
father Noureddine Boudiaf. 

“When my son was 
killed, the whole family 
was completely destroyed,” 
he said. 

“There is a killer running 
free on the streets. We want 
your help, the help of the 
public, to put my son’s 
killer behind bars.” 

Abdulkarim’s mother, 
Wahiba Boudiaf, said: “It 


was one day before 
Mother’s Day, so you 
mothers and fathers, please 
help me to put his killer 
in prison to keep your 
children safe. 

“While my son’s killer can 
still hug his mother, I am 
hugging a stone.” 

His brother Abdurahman 
asked anyone with 
information to come forward 
“for the sake of dignity, 
humanity and justice”. 

Abdulkarim was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene and a post-mortem 
examination revealed the 
cause of death to be a 
gunshot wound to the chest. 

Police hope that someone 
may now feel able to come 
forward when they felt 
reluctant to do immediately 
after the tragedy. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Andy Chalmers, of the 


Metropolitan Police’s 
homicide and major crime 
command, said: “On the 
evening of the murder, 
Abdulkarim was in the 
vicinity of The Elmhurst 
pub with friends when, just 
before 10pm, he was 
confronted by his killer, 
who shot him twice. 

“This murder remains 
unsolved and those 
responsible for the murder 
are still at large. I am 
appealing for new witnesses 
to come forward. 

“Were you in or around 
The Elmhurst pub on the 
night of the murder? Did 
you see Abdulkarim being 
shot and did you see who 
was responsible?”

Police probe 
fatal shooting 

A POLICE investigation has been launched 
after a 28-year-old Tottenham man died 
during a shooting in Wood Green last week. 

Jermaine Baker died on Friday as a result 
of a single gunshot wound. The Independent 
Police Complaints Commission has now 
launched a criminal homicide investigation 
into his death. 

Deputy assistant commissioner Peter 
Terry, from specialist crime and operations, 
said: “The exact circumstances that led to 
Mr Baker’s death must be thoroughly and 
independently examined. The IPCC will 
receive our fullest possible support with 
their investigation. 

“All of our officers involved in Friday’s 
operation are receiving all the possible 
support we can provide. This is a very 
difficult time for everyone affected by the 
death of Mr Baker.” 

The ongoing investigation by the Organised 
Crime Command has now resulted in four 
men being charged with a suspected plot to 
free a prisoner. 

Nathan Mason, 30, of Vicarage Road, 
Tottenham, and 19-year-old Gokay Sogucakli, 
of The Roundway, Tottenham, were charged 
on Sunday with conspiracy to aid the escape 
from custody of Izzet Eren and Erwin 
Amoyaw-Gyamfi. 

They were also charged with possession of 
an imitation firearm with intent to commit 
an offence and driving a motor vehicle taken 
without consent. 

Ozcan Eren, 31, of Douglas Road, Wood 
Green, and Eren Hayser, 25, of Kettering 
Road, Enfield, were charged with conspiracy 
to aid the men’s escape. 

They were remanded in custody at 
Highbury Corner Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday and are due to appear at Wood 
Green Crown Court on January 4.

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Unlucky break prompts 
a cycle safety reminder

A THREE-YEAR-OLD boy’s leg was 
broken in three places after a cyclist 
riding on the pavement in Enfield 
Town knocked him over. 

Cara Lewis said her son Noah 
Frewin now faces Christmas in a plas¬ 
ter cast after the incident outside 
Argos, in Cecil Road, on Monday 
last week. 

Noah was reportedly just steps 
ahead of his mother and grandmother 
as they left the shop at about 3 pm 
with Noah’s baby brother Thomas. 

Within seconds, a man cycling on 
the pavement in the direction of the 
Town Park knocked him to the ground. 

“He was going at high speed and 
knocked Noah completely off his 
feet,” said Miss Lewis. 

“There was swelling around his 
right ankle. I didn’t realise at first the 
severity of his injuries.” 

The family, of James Street, 
Enfield, took Noah to Barnet Hospi¬ 
tal and were told the ankle had been 
broken in three places. 

“The doctor told us he could see 
from the breakages that the cyclist 
must have been going very quickly,” 
said Miss Lewis. 

“The man stopped and apologised, 
but he shouldn’t have been cycling 
on the pavement. God forbid what 
could have happened if it had been 


an elderly person knocked over.” 

The family informed the police the 
following day and the incident is 
being investigated. 

It comes as debate continues on 
the controversial Cycle Enfield 
scheme, which would see partially 
segregated bike lanes installed along 
Green Lanes, from Palmers Green to 
Enfield Town. 

Road markings already indicate a 
bike lane in Cecil Road - but the 
cyclist reportedly ignored them, tak¬ 
ing to the pavement instead, a 
manoeuvre deemed illegal by UK law. 

“I’m not against them putting cycle 
lanes in, but I think people need to be 
educated about how to use them,” said 
Miss Lewis. 

“Noah has to be in the cast for at 
least six weeks so he’s bored stiff. 
He’s a very active little boy who does¬ 
n’t like to sit around, but he can’t bear 
any weight on his right leg. I’m proud 
of how brave he’s been. 

“He cried when it happened, but he 
didn’t cry at hospital. He has coped 
very well.” 

A Met Police spokesman confirmed 
that officers had been called to 
reports of a cyclist in collision with a 
pedestrian and that a three-year-old 
boy had suffered leg injuries. 

“The cyclist stopped at the scene 
and is helping police with their 
inquiries,” he said. “No arrests have 
been made.”

Response to 
‘referendum’ 
delights MP 

MORE people have completed 
David Burrowes’e cycle lane 
“referendum” than the official 
council consultation, the MP 
claimed this week. 

Two weeks after its launch, 
the Enfield Southgate MP 
said his unofficial opinion poll 
has generated 1,665 cards 
from constituents. 

This is in contrast to the 1,646 
responses received by the council 
during the official consultation. 

The MP’s survey, which is 
being sent to 17,000 households, 
will continue until Christmas. 

During its 12-week consultation 
process, Enfield Council sent out 
60,000 leaflets across the 
borough and directed people to 
an online consultation. 

Mr Burrowes said: “It is 
significant that many 
constituents do not think that 
they have been given sufficient 
opportunity by the council to put 
forward their views and welcome 
my referendum.” 

However, Daniel Anderson, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
environment, has branded it a 
“sham referendum”, adding: 
“David Burrowes is in error 
when he says that residents were 
unable to respond to the 
consultation by post as those who 
requested a paper form were 
sent one.”

We are only trying to 
protect the cafe area, 
say conservationists

THOUSANDS of men from the bor¬ 
ough who died in World War I have 
been commemorated in the pages of a 
new book recording their lives. 

The names and addresses of 2,739 
servicemen killed in the conflict are 
painstakingly recorded in the leather- 
bound book produced by archivists 
and volunteers at Enfield Local Stud¬ 
ies Library at the Dugdale Centre, in 
London Road, Enfield Town. 

There are copies of the books for 
members of the public to view - at 
Enfield Town Library, in Church 
Street, Ordnance Unity Centre, in Ord¬ 
nance Road, Enfield Lock, Palmers 
Green Library, in Broomfield Lane, 
and the library in South Mall, Edmon¬ 
ton Green, as well as in the Dugdale. 

The funding for the project came 
from the Heritage Lottery Lund and it 
forms part of the Enfield at War exhi¬ 
bition currently on show in the local 
studies section of the Dugdale Centre. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for children and education Ayfer 
Orhan recommended residents to 
look through the books to see if rela¬ 
tives are included. 

She said: “It is important that we 


build a permanent archive to com¬ 
memorate the young men and women 
who served so bravely in World War I.” 

Ms Orhan added: “The book con¬ 
tains 2,739 names and addresses listed 
in alphabetical order, but we believe 
there are still some names missing so 
we are asking the public to come for¬ 
ward and let us know of any missing 
names and the stories behind them. 

“Since this book commemorates a 
war that took place more than 100 


years ago it has been difficult to track 
down the details and the ages of those 
listed and where they fought so bravely. 

“However, our staff are always inter¬ 
ested to hear about family stories and 
archives that can add to our knowledge 
and be part of the growing collection 
of Enfield’s past.”

A CONSERVATION group are stress¬ 
ing their commitment to helping the 
community after coming under fire 
from a cafe owner. 

Last week the Advertiser reported 
on the opening of the Starfish Loves 
Coffee cafe, in Aldermans Hill, 
Palmers Green. 

Owner Aykut Hilmi said that the 
Lriends of the Lakes Estate Conserva¬ 
tion Area had objected to the late 
licence for the premises that serves 
alcohol and will be hosting late-night 
arts events in the new year. 

However, Colin Younger, the 
chairman of the Lriends of the 
Lakes Estate Conservation Area, 
said that was not the case at all 
and objected to the suggestion 
that the group were set against 
the cafe in any way. 

“Our role is to 
preserve and enhance 
the character and 
appearance of the area 
which has been 
classed in law as a 
conservation area,” 
said Mr Younger. 

“We are a volun¬ 
teer group encour¬ 
aged by the council to 


help protect the conservation area as 
set out by law,” he added. 

“Any objections we had were based 
solely on the aspects of the application 
that would affect the appearance of 
the conservation area and we submit¬ 
ted our concerns on the planning appli¬ 
cation in writing as we do with 
any application. 

“Our objections to the original plan¬ 
ning application were based on the 
amount of space on a public pavement 
that outdoor tables and a permanent 
bench would have taken up.” 

Responding to the suggestion 
that anyone in the group had 
tried to stop the cafe operating 
with a late licence, he said: “Our 
objections were nothing to do 
with a licence or opening late. 
We certainly did not go 
round talking to people 
about the application. 
“We are a small group of 
people who work 
together to protect the 
conservation area. To 
suggest we did anything 
else is plain wrong.”

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Jewel raider’s criminal 
past is revealed to jury

AN Enfield man who has admit¬ 
ted involvement in the £14mil- 
lion Hatton Garden jewel heist 
had previously been jailed for 
being part of the gang which car¬ 
ried out another notorious multi- 
million-pound robbery back in 
the 1980s, a jury has heard. 

Terry Perkins was jailed for 22 
years for his role in the Securi- 
cor raid in Shoreditch in 1983. 

Perkins, of Heene Road, 
played a part in the £6m robbery 
at the vaults at Securicor Express in 
London on Easter Monday 32 
years ago, the jury at Woolwich 
Crown heard last Wednesday. 

Perkins turned 67 on Easter 
Saturday this year, two days 
after the gang first broke into 
the Hatton Garden Safe 
Deposit company. 

He was back at the vault on 


the evening of his birthday, the 
court heard, leaving the building 
on Easter Sunday. 

Perkins has pleaded guilty to 
his role in the burglary and will 
be sentenced at a later date. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed in 
court that the oldest member of 
the gang, 76-year-old Brian 
Reader, from Dartford, Kent, who 
has also admitted his role in the 
Hatton Garden raid, was jailed for 
eight years after pleading guilty 
to conspiracy to handling stolen 
goods following the notorious 
£2 6m Brinks Mat armed robbery 
at Heathrow Airport in 1983. 

The jury were also told that 
Reader was sentenced to a fur¬ 
ther year in prison for dishon¬ 
estly handling £66,000 in cash. 

The jurors also heard about 
previous convictions of two 
other men who have also 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
burgle - Daniel Jones, of Park 


Avenue, Bush Hill Park, and 
John “Kenny” Collins. 

The jury were told that 60- 
year-old Jones has convictions 
for robbery, burglary and han¬ 
dling stolen goods. 

Earlier, the court had heard 
a covert police recording in 
which Jones said: “At least we 
can hold our heads up that we 
had a last go.” 

The court was told on 
Wednesday that Collins, 74, of 
Islington, north London, has 
convictions for breaking in, theft 
and handling stolen goods. 

On the opening day of the trial, 
prosecutor Philip Evans had told 
the court that the Hatton Garden 
raid was “the largest burglary in 
English legal history”. 

He said that two of the ring¬ 
leaders, who have admitted their 
roles in the audacious raid, had 
also been involved in some of 
the biggest acquisitive crime of 


the last century - and the other 
two who have pleaded guilty had 
been involved in serious theft for 
many years in their earlier lives. 

The revelations came during 
the trial of four other men who 
deny any involvement in the 
Hatton Garden raid. 

Plumber Hugh Doyle, 48, of 
Riverside Gardens, Enfield, 
faces a charge of concealing, 
converting or transferring jew¬ 
ellery or other stolen goods. 

He also faces an alternative 
charge of conspiracy to convert 
or transfer criminal property. 

Three other men - William 
Lincoln, 60, of Bethnal Green, 
east London, Jon Harbinson, 42, 
from Benfleet, Essex and Carl 
Wood, 58, of Elderbeck Close, 
Cheshunt - are accused of 
conspiracy to burgle and are 
also charged with the laundering 
offence. 

The trial continues. 


Trial date 
fixed after 
flat death 

A TRIAL date has 
been set for those 
accused of murdering 
a woman who was 
found dead in a tower 
block in Bush Hill 

Park in September. 

Walid Ibrahim, 34, 
of Church Street, 

Edmonton, and two 
women - Kiinse Aidid, 
21, of East Ham, east 
London, and 
Macdalena Agathine, 
21, of no fixed 
address - will stand 
trial at the Old Bailey 
from February 22. 

They are charged 
with murdering 

Hamdi Jiumale, 25, 
of Linnet Close, 
Edmonton, who was 
discovered by 
paramedics in 
Gainsborough House 
on the Ayley Croft 

estate. She had died 
of “multiple injuries”, 
according to a post¬ 
mortem examination. 

Aidid and Agathine 
have been remanded 
in custody and 

Ibrahim awaits trial 
on bail.

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Residents urged to ensure 
they register at GP surgery 


Traffic wardens

A NEW campaign is urging people to make sure 
they are registered with a GP, so they are not left 
without a doctor when illness strikes. 

In September, the Advertiser reported on 
Healthwatch Enfield’s snapshot survey of 145 
residents in Edmonton which revealed that 17 per 
cent of those asked were not registered with a GP. 

Now Enfield Council has launched a campaign 
to make sure no one is left without a family doc¬ 
tor if taken ill. The campaign includes leaflets 
with details about surgeries and contact details to 
help select a GP practice close to home. 

Nneka Keazor, cabinet member for public 
health, said: “GPs are essential in providing 
health services for all the family and are an 
important gateway to other healthcare services 
like vaccinations for children, advice and support 


on family planning, diet, sexual health and quit¬ 
ting smoking and there are also free health checks 
for blood pressure, cholesterol and diabetes.” 

She said people not registered with a GP often 
head to hospital accident and emergency depart¬ 
ments. where they may face long waits. 

Healthwatch Enfield’s chief executive Lorna 
Reith said that one of the issues people face was 
with families living in temporary accommoda¬ 
tion, who might find it difficult to provide proof 
of address. 

“They don’t have their names on household 
bills,” she explained. 

However, she added that even if people did not 
have all the documents they still had the right to 
register with a GP, with temporary registrations 
possible for visitors for up to three months.

Free checks on children’s car seats throughout 2016 


SAFETY conscious parents can get their chil¬ 
dren’s car seats checked for free in the new year. 

The checks have been organised by Enfield 
Council and sessions start in February and con¬ 
tinue until October. 

By law, youngsters under 135cm (4ft 5ins) tall 
have to use a proper child seat when travelling 
by car. 

However, research by the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents suggests that four out of 
every five seats for children are fitted incorrectly. 

The council-run checks are aimed to give par¬ 
ents the chance to check they have fitted the right 


seat for their child and that it is installed safely. 
There will also be a range of car seats to test 
before they buy the right one for their child. 

While parents are talking safety with the 
experts, every child who has a car seat fitted can 
enjoy free face painting. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cabinet member 
for the environment, said: “This is a great free 
initiative which will help improve the safety of 
children travelling in cars by helping to ensure 
that parents are aware of how to correctly install 
their child’s car seats.” 

He said the council was committed to reducing 


the number of deaths and serious injuries on the 
roads and hoped this initiative would help keep 
children safe. 

All the free events run between 10am and 2pm. 

The team will be at Halfords, in Great Cam¬

strike for a day 

TRAFFIC wardens in Enfield staged a 
one-day strike last week in a dispute 
over pay. 

The walkout was by 30 GMB trade 
union members who work for car parking 
company NSL Ltd under contract to 
Enfield Council. 

They voted to strike in a bid to secure 
a London wage living payment. At the 
moment they are paid £8.41 per hour 
and are calling for an increase to £9.40 
per hour. 

The strikers took to picket lines at 
Green Lanes, in Palmers Green, on 
Friday and at the vehicle pound, in 
Crown Road, Enfield. 

A spokesman for NSL said that only 14 
workers had joined the strike. 

Richard Owen, the GMB organiser for 
London, said: “All we are seeking is the 
£9.40 per hour London living wage for 
our members, who are out in all weathers 
doing a difficult, and sometimes 
dangerous job, for which they get little 
recognition. Enfield claims to be a living 
wage council and encourages its 
contractors to honour the principle of 
the London living wage.” 

Mr Owen is due to meet council leader 
Doug Taylor and cabinet member for 
finance Andrew Stafford and added: “It 
is not acceptable for people to be working 
for less than the London living wage.” 

He called on the council to ensure that 
companies it contracts pay the living wage 
and said there could be further action if 
the workers’ demands were not met. 

An NSL spokesman said: “We have 
offered a fair and generous pay deal, 
comfortably above inflation and remain 
open to negotiation.”

Shopworkers 
are people too 
and they don’t 
deserve abuse 

I WOULD like to wish your readers a 
very merry Christmas and a happy 
New Year. For many this is always an 
exciting time, but in the last few shop¬ 
ping days it can be frantic trying to get 
everything ready for the big day. 

I want to gently remind your readers 
to remember that shopworkers are peo¬ 
ple as well. They will be working really 
hard to make your shopping experience 
as stress-free and enjoyable as possible. 

A survey has shown that every 
minute of the working day a shop- 
worker is verbally abused, threatened 
with violence or physically attacked. 

Shopworkers report that incidents are 
more frequent throughout the Christ¬ 
mas and New Year period when shops 
are busier and customers can be 
stressed and are more likely to take out 
their frustration on staff. 

Talking to our members who work in 
retail, I know that verbal abuse cuts 
deep. Many will go home after a shift 
upset about an unpleasant incident that 
took place at work that day and worried 
that it will happen to them again. 

That is why Usdaw, the shopworkers’ 
trade union, is running a Respect for 
Shopworkers campaign, asking cus¬ 
tomers to “keep your cool at Christ¬ 
mas”. It’s a simple message, but 
remembering that shopworkers are 
working extra hard at this time and treat¬ 
ing them with respect will mean that 
everyone can have a happier Christmas.

If we don’t do anything then 
problems will just get worse 


THE council was returned in 2014, 
with an increased majority, on a mani¬ 
festo which included Cycle Enfield. 

The Cycle Enfield consultation is 
not a referendum, nor a case of being 
“for” or “against”. The consultation is 
designed (and has been from the start) 
to harness residents’, partners’ and 
experts’ views in order to shape the 
final design so that it is the best it can 
be for the people of Enfield, young and 
old, businesses and families, the dis¬ 
abled and vulnerable, and also for the 
visitors we hope to attract to our revi¬ 
talised town centre. 

The consultation is independently 
designed by experienced professionals, 
and follows Transport for London 
practice and guidelines. 

It is absurd to expect the council to 
publish adjustments on the hoof in 
response to concerns raised before this 
consultation is complete. 

Meanwhile, we are listening, think¬ 
ing about the adjustments that can be 
made and, when all views are known, 
will develop a final proposal which 
will take all views into account and the 


objectives of the successful bid, to 
which we are contracted (and which 
received cross-party support). 

To firmly rebut the accusation that the 
consultation is somehow “flawed” it’s 
worth pointing out that Cycle Enfield 
has been shortlisted for an award by the 
Local Government Chronicle for cam¬ 
paign of the year - communications. 

Independent, expert, assessors have 
been appointed to perform impact 
assessments on equality, air quality, the 
local economy and disability. 

The emergency services are also 
being specifically consulted. All inter¬ 
ested parties have been consulted 
throughout as invitees to the Cycle 
Enfield Partnership Boards. 

If individuals are not prepared to 
countenance any adjustments to the 
current way of doing things, which 
already cause congestion, road rage, 
rat runs, unacceptable levels of air pol¬ 
lution, obesity and ill health, which 
will get much worse if we do nothing, 
what are we to do? 

Enfield is already confronting an 
unsustainable situation regarding traf¬ 


fic, parking and pollution. Obesity 
among Enfield children has increased 
this year, again, and yet one of the 
biggest causes of complaints concern 
parking and congestion around schools 
and “school runs”, which continue to 
grow in number. 

Cycle Enfield is underpinned by 
what are called the Dutch principles, 
which focus on cycle safety, health, 
access to schools, social inclusion and 
access to employment. 

Our intention is to achieve, ulti¬ 
mately, an environment in which a 
child may cycle safely. This precludes 
sideroads, where parking is a continu¬ 
ous hazard, and isolated footpaths. 

The Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents reported in May that pro¬ 
moting cycling and improving cycle 
safety benefit pedestrians and also that 
both pedestrians and cyclists are highly 
vulnerable to, and restricted by, motor 
traffic. It reported, too, that it is impor¬ 
tant to improve driver behaviour. 

Enfield bid for funding from the 
“Mini-Holland” programme. All pub- 
lically funded programmes lay down 


strict objectives which successful bid¬ 
ders must meet. In the case of Mini 
Holland, these objectives aimed to 
improve public health, reduce conges¬ 
tion and revitalise town centres in outer 
London by reducing the number of 
journeys by car and replacing the thou¬ 
sands of short local journeys by car 
that could easily be cycled, or walked. 

If successful, Enfield could see dra¬ 
matic reductions in traffic, air pollu¬ 
tion and parking and, at a minimum, 
major improvements to public spaces. 

The vast majority of shoppers in 
Enfield Town arrive by public trans¬ 
port or walk. Most cars in Enfield 
Town are passing through, they neither 
stop nor shop. Our town centre is one 
big rat run - polluted, unpleasant and 
unsafe for pedestrians, cyclists, the 
vulnerable, the elderly and the young. 

Change is essential and inevitable.

History prizes dedicated to 
the memory of David Pam

A KEEN local historian is being remembered 
with prizes for research into Enfield’s past. 

Enfield Council has launched the David Pam 
Memorial Bursary with categories for primary 
and secondary school pupils and adults. 

Edmonton-born Mr Pam was the author of sev¬ 
eral books about the borough including A 
History of Enfield in Three Volumes as well as a 
book about the history of the Royal Small Arms 
Factory in Enfield Lock. 

He died last year, aged 94. 

Primary schools are being invited to enter 
group work on any local history theme in 
Enfield. Entries can include essays of 1,000 to 
1,500 words, or up to ten minutes long for an 
oral history. 

Secondary school pupils should also work 
in groups and produce work between 1,500 
and 2,000 words long, or a recording of up to 
ten minutes. 

There are prizes of £250 for the best 
school entry, with £10 book vouchers for 
pupils and a selection of local history books for 
school libraries. 

Cabinet member for education and children’s 
services Ayfer Orhan said: “Enfield is a fascinat¬ 
ing borough today, but much of it comes from its 
past. So what can be discovered about it and the 
way it has developed?” 

She said the council wanted to honour a man 
who was always curious about the history of 
the borough. 

“David Pam was a remarkable local historian 
always ready to take a fresh look at the borough 
and shed light on its development,” she added. 

“He was passionate about Enfield’s history and 
described in great detail a past rich in productiv¬ 
ity and creativity, alive with invention and glori¬ 
ously blessed with wonderful green space.” 

Ms Orhan will be joined by archivist John 
Clark and a member of Mr Pam’s family to judge 


the entries. There is also an adults section with 
judges looking for “an outstanding piece of work 
demonstrating the quality of the research, accu¬ 
racy of the descriptions and the materials, cre¬ 
ative presentation and details that show the links 
between the past and the present.” 

They will be looking for essays of about 2,500 
words and will not consider work under 2,000 
words or over 3,000 words. 

Entries are limited to one per person. All must 
reflect the entrant’s own research and can include 
illustrations, photographs or tables of statistics. 


Work can be submitted from Wednesday, 
December 30, and the closing date is 5pm on 
March 31, 2016. 

Researchers have to show that they have used 
Enfield Local Studies Library and Archive, in 
the Dugdale Centre, in London Road, Enfield 
Town, for their research. Work must be accom¬ 
panied by an entry form and full details are avail¬ 
able from local studies officer Mr Clark on 020 
8379 2724 or at john.clark@enfield.gov.uk 
The winners will be announced on May 13 
next year.

ENFIELD Market is tapping into a 
“payment revolution” that traders hope 
will urge residents to buy locally.

LONDON’S first sparkling wine for centuries - 
made from grapes grown in Enfield - has just 
been launched ready for the festive season. 

The fizz, Forty Hall Brut 2013, has been pro¬ 
duced from grapes cultivated at the community- 
run vineyard at Forty Hall, which is believed to 
be the biggest in London since the Middle Ages. 

Vineyard manager Sarah Vaughan-Roberts has 
hailed it as “a fresh milestone in the extraordi¬ 
nary success of sparkling wines in England”. 

The grapes from the vineyard, in Forty Hill, 
are sent to winemaker Will Davenport’s base in 
Sussex to make the sparkling wine. 

It has been produced from three classic cham¬ 
pagne varieties, organically grown Pinot Noir, 
Pinot Meunier and Chardonnay, and will be 
ready to drink at Christmas. 

The vines are tended by volunteers on the ten- 
acre site provided by Capel Manor College, in 
Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield. 

However, stocks of the first release of Forty 


Hall Vineyard London SparklingBrut are limited 
and it is not going on public sale. 

It has been snapped up as part of a sponsorship 
offer which closed at the end of September. 

A second limited release of the 2014 vintage is 
expected to be available next year and will be 
offered through an £80 sponsorship package, 
which also includes a chance to join in next year’s 
grape harvest, a guided tour of the vineyard, 
reduced rates for special events and a newsletter. 

Ms Vaughan-Roberts said that production of 
grapes had increased every year since the vine¬ 
yard was planted. 

“We grow on a gravel deposit, on a south face 
well draining soil,” she said. “It has been a 
bumper year for wines. We are scaling up with 
the yield this year.” 

This year’s harvest has yielded six tonnes of 
grapes and is expected to make 2,000 bottles of 
still wine alone, but it is harder to predict the 
number of bottles of sparkling wine which will 
be produced.

FILMING in Enfield for the film The Conjur¬ 
ing 2 has been wrapped up after a suburban 
corner of the borough was transformed into a 
1970s’ street. 

Location filming for the New Line Cinema 
production has now come to an end after the 
team spent a month gathering footage in 
Graeme Road, off Baker Street. 

The film is set to bring to the screen another 
real case from the files of “demonologists” Ed 
and Lorraine Warren, drawing inspiration from 
the 1970s-era story of the Enfield Poltergeist. 

It is expected to be screened in June. 

Enfield Council helped secure access for the 
film crew to use the site. 

Council leader Doug Taylor said: “It was 
incredibly exciting to have a major Hollywood 
film shooting in the borough and we are very 
much looking forward to seeing the finished 
product next year. 

“This was a fantastic example of New Line, 
Warner Bros, the council, residents and a wide 
range of organisations working together to 
minimise disruptions and make this project 
work, and I hope this will be the first of many 
such collaborations.” 

The Conjuring 2 stars Oscar-nominated 
actress Vera Farmiga and actor Patrick Wilson, 
the pair reuniting with director James Wan. 

The first Conjuring film marked the largest 
ever opening for an original horror film and 
remains the second highest grossing original 
horror film of all time, second only to The 
Exorcist.

THOSE who hold the preconceived idea 
that a puppet show is children’s entertain¬ 
ment are in for a rude awakening with the 
comedy musical Avenue Q. 

A pair of puppets have drunken sex, 
another is addicted to porn while all man¬ 
ner of outrageously filthy shenanigans occur. 

The title of the production deliberately 
tips a wink to another puppet-inspired phe¬ 
nomenon - but Sesame Street it ain’t! 

Having won a clutch of Tony awards 
when it was first performed on Broadway 
in 2003, and following sell-out West End 
runs, it is now at Enfield’s Dugdale Centre 


on the latest leg of a successful UK tour. 

“Suitable for over-16s,” warns the posters, 
underlining its “strictly adult” content. 

With cheery songs like Everybody’s A Lit¬ 
tle Racist and The Internet is for Porn, plus 
the live and hilarious puppet sex scene, it’s 
certainly not for the likes of children or eas¬ 
ily shocked maiden aunts. 

The plot revolves around a group of cute 
furry puppets living in a down-at-heel New 
York neighbourhood where they get up to 
all sorts of adult activities including enjoy¬ 
ing energetic and varied sex, getting drunk, 
betraying each other and worrying about 
where their lives are heading. 

The cast comprises a combination of 
puppets and humans and includes a clos¬ 


eted gay banker, a Miss-Piggy style sex 
goddess called Lucy the Slut, the porn- 
addicted Trekkie monster, budding comic 
Brian and his Japanese therapist wife 
Christmas Eve and the trouble-making Bad 
Idea Bears, as well as our hero, English Lit 
graduate Princeton, looking for his purpose 
in life, and kindergarten teacher (and 
Princeton’s love interest) Kate Monster.

A force to be reckoned with 



STAR WARS EPISODE VII: THE FORCE 
AWAKENS (12A, 135 mins) 


T HE nail-biting wait is almost over. 
More than 10 years after Anakin 
Skywalker was seduced by the dark 
side of the Force and wielded a light sabre 
in battle against his mentor Obi-Wan 
Kenobi in Star Wars Episode III: Revenge 
Of The Sith, the seventh chapter of George 
Lucas’s sprawling saga lands in a whirl¬ 
wind of frenzied hype. 

Director JJ Abrams, who revitalised the 
Star Trek franchise, sits in the director’s 
chair for this new instalment, which is set 
about 30 years after the tumultuous events 
of Return Of The Jedi. 

Miraculously, plot details have remained 
under a veil of secrecy since the film began 
shooting in April 2014 and Abrams has 
masterminded a refreshingly restrained 
marketing campaign that has propelled 
ardent fans on social media to the brink of 
meltdown with each tantalising behind- 
the-scenes photograph or trailer. 

The omission of one major character from 
advertising material sparked endless 140 
character-long theories and debate, posing 
uncomfortable questions about the fates of 
iconic protagonists since the Rebel Alliance 
celebrated a famous victory over the Impe¬ 
rial fleet and destroyed the Death Star.

ERIC DIER admitted that Tottenham Hotspur only 
had themselves to blame after their 14-match 
unbeaten run in the Premier League came to an 
end with a shock 2-1 defeat at home to lowly 
Newcastle United on Sunday. 

Spurs had not lost in the league since the open¬ 
ing day of the season, and they looked set to 
extend that sequence when Dier headed them into 
a first-half lead. 

But the hosts squandered numerous chances to 
make the game safe and were made to pay as 
Newcastle struck twice late on to snatch all three 
points. 

Dier said: “In the first half we played very well 
and we could have been two or three up.

There is no point sitting around sulking. We need 
to learn from it and we have a week now where 
we can work and try to put it right next weekend.

And head coach Mauricio Pochettino was left 
ruing a missed opportunity after watching his 
side throw away the chance to secure a win which 
would have enabled them to climb into fourth 
place in the table. 

“We feel very disappointed,” the head coach 
said. “We played very well in the first half and 
deserved to score maybe one or two more. 

“But you know in football that when you don’t 
kill off the game, things can happen. In the sec-

Always use handrails on stairs; 

Walk carefully. Walk the way you’re looking - and 
don’t carry too much.

• Wrap yourself up well at all times - 
even when going to bed; 

• It is better to wear several 
layers of thin clothing 
than one thick layer, this 
is because they trap 
warm air close to the 
body; 

• Go for clothes made from wool 
cotton or fleecy fabrics, if possible; 

• A lot of heat is lost through the head 
and neck, so if you’re chilly indoors, 
try wearing a hat and scarf; 

• If you’re sitting down, a shawl or 
blanket will provide extra warmth.
